SYNOPSIS: 


On November 2, 2020, at approximately 1150 hours, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) 
shooting rollout sisting of Lieutenant Thomas 4B sergeant 
Layne Arnold, ind Sergeant James Jordan, ‘ile err to Century 
Station regarding an on-duty non-hit shooting investigation. Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department Operation Safe Street (OSS) Bureau Deputy Noelle Judge, 

(Witness Judge), was present and assumed control of the scene and the 
criminal investigation under Uniform Report Number 020-16476-2131-013 (See 
associated patrol reports [EXHIBIT AJ). 


At Century Station, Lieutenant Arellano contacted the shift watch commander, 
Lieutenant Alex Kim, Ban ensured he took reasonable steps to sequester 
involved personnel and witnesses. 


SUMMARY 


On November 2, 2020, at approximately 0947 hours, Century Station patrol deputies 
Machado and Ray (Unit 214B1 see In-Service, Unit Roster and Deputy Daily Worksheet 
in Miscellaneous Documents) were patrolling the area near the intersection of Imperial 
Highway and Compton Avenue in Los Angeles. Deputy Machado saw a gold BMW 
SUV with dark tinted windows (suspect vehicle) driving westbound on Imperial Highway 
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toward Compton Avenue. Deputy Machado conducted a U-turn and closed the distance 
to the suspect vehicle in preparing to conduct a traffic stop. Deputy Ray ran the 
vehicle’s license plate via the patrol car's Mobile Digital Computer (MDC) (see DMV 
Registration Return and Unit History Report in Miscellaneous Documents). 


While closing the distance to the vehicle, Deputies Machado and Ray saw the driver 
commit additional vehicle code violations (see Machado and Ray supplemental reports 
[EXHIBIT A]). The vehicle turned northbound onto Compton Avenue from Imperial 
Highway. On Compton Avenue, Deputy Machado closed the distance to a few car 
lengths of the suspect vehicle. Before activating their overhead lights, the suspect 
vehicle slowed and turned eastbound onto 114! Street. As the suspect vehicle turned, 
Deputy Machado saw the driver's side rear passenger door open and remain ajar as the 
suspect vehicle came to an abrupt stop. Upon seeing this, Deputy Machado opened his 
driver's door slightly in anticipation of defending himself, fearing the suspect would 
Possibly flee or assault him. When the suspect vehicle stopped, Deputy Machado 
stopped his vehicle approximately one and a half car lengths behind it (see aerial 
photographs of incident scene [EXHIBIT B]). 


When the suspect vehicle completed its stop, the rear passenger door completely 
opened and a male Black (suspect) approximately 20 years old, six feet tall with a thin 
build, quickly exited. As the suspect exited the vehicle, he faced Deputy Machado. 
Simultaneously, as the suspect exited, Deputy Machado exited his patrol car and saw 
the suspect holding a black semi-automatic handgun in his right hand. The suspect 
raised the firearm to chest level and pointed it toward Deputy Machado. Deputy 
Machado, fearing the suspect was about to shoot him, fired four rounds from his duty 
weapon toward the center mass of the suspect (see still photos taken from Deputy 
Machado’s BWC video [EXHIBIT E]). As Deputy Machado fired the four rounds, he 
yelled “Gun! Gun! Gun!” to warn his partner of the threat. Deputy Machado initiated 
emergent radio traffic. 


IAB Note: The incident was captured on Deputy Machado’s BWC 
[EXHIBIT EJ. 


The suspect ducked and ran eastbound around the opened car door and did not appear 
to be struck by Deputy Machado's gunfire. 


When Deputy Machado stopped the patrol vehicle behind the suspect vehicle, Deputy 
Ray exited the passenger door and saw the suspect exit the driver's side rear 
passenger door of the suspect vehicle. Deputy Ray saw the suspect had a black 
handgun in his right hand. Deputy Ray heard Deputy Machado yell “Gun! Gun! Gun!” 
Deputy Ray heard approximately four gunshots and temporarily lost sight of the 
suspect. Deputy Ray confirmed with Deputy Machado that he was not shot. Deputy 
Ray saw the suspect run past the suspect vehicle in a southeast direction toward the 
south sidewalk of 114" Street with the handgun still in his right hand. When the suspect 
reached the south sidewalk he continue to run eastbound, deeper into the 
neighborhood. 
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Deputy Ray initiated a foot pursuit of the suspect while Deputy Machado requested 
emergent radio traffic. Refer to Sheriff's Communication Center certified radio traffic 
[EXHIBIT F]. 


Within the first few seconds of his foot pursuit, Deputy Ray broadcasted he was in 
pursuit of an armed suspect. Deputy Ray broadcasted the suspect's description and 
the direction of travel, which was eastbound 114" Street. Within seconds of initiating 
his foot pursuit, Deputy Ray saw the suspect throw the black handgun straight up in the 
air as he continued to run. Deputy Ray was approximately 30 yards behind the suspect 
throughout the pursuit, which spanned approximately 375 yards (see Foot Pursuit 
Evaluation Form. 


Once there was a break in Deputy Ray's radio traffic, Deputy Machado broadcasted he 
was detaining the three remaining occupants of the vehicle Deputy Machado 
requested assisting units to his location to help with the extraction and detention of the 
three remaining occupants. Deputy Ray requested assisting units to help contain of the 
outstanding suspect. 


Assisting units arrived within minutes and helped Deputy Machado detain the three 


occupants of the suspect vehicle. Thi e identified as 
(Witness} FB/22 (driver), Witness} MB/22 (front 
passenger), and (Witness| IMB/17 (rear passenger). 


Deputy Ray terminated his foot pursuit when the suspect ran into a residential property. 
Within minutes, assisting units arrived and set up a containment surrounding the area 
where the suspect was last seen by Deputy Ray. A gray sweatshirt matching the one 
worn by the suspect was found on 115th Street directly one block south of where the 
suspect was last seen; however, the suspect was not located (see scene photos 
[EXHIBIT D]. 


OSS Deputy Judge arrived on scene and assumed the handle of the criminal 
investigation. Deputies from OSS and Century Station assisted with the follow up of the 
incident. Detectives from OSS and Century Station mane o the three occupants 


(Witness EE Witness an Witness to Century Station for 
Positive identification and questioning Witness did not provide details of the 
incident to OSS investigators, nor did he provide statements to [AB investigators. 
Witness toi OSS investigators the deputies made a U-turn and stopped their 
vehicle. When their vehicle stopped the driver's side rear passenger ran from the 
vehicle, then he heard six gunshots. (See OSS Deputy Judge and detective’s 
supplemental reports [EXHIBIT G)). ——_io | and Bi were 
detained by OSS investigators during this criminal investigation and did not identify the 
outstanding suspect. 
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IAB Note: IAB Investigators did not attempt to interview Witnesses 
a. A... the day of the incident due to 


being detained and interviewed as possible suspects in this 
incident. 


Detective Richard Brown (Witness Brown) was delegated to locate and collect potential 
video evidence of the incident (see his supplemental report [EXHIBIT A]). He found 
two videos from residences located on 114® Street (see home security camera footage 
[EXHIBIT 1]) which depicted the suspect running eastbound 114* Street on the south 
sidewalk with Deputy Ray giving chase several seconds behind. 


Deputy Judge wrote search warrants for the suspect vehicle and three cellular phones 
(see phone search results [EXHIBIT J]) found within the vehicle. After reviewing the 
evidence and statements of the witnesses, Deputy Judge was unable to identify or 
locate the outstanding suspect. The suspect remained at large.

However, no obvious blood evidence found within the 
scene to support a gunshot wound.

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 


On November 2, 2020, Scientific Services Bureau (SSB) Forensic Identification 
Specialist II (FIS), Cathy Johnson, enior Criminalists Manuel Munoz, 
MEE Josep Cavaleri, FIS’s Desiree Rollins, 4 and Natalie 
Popovich, responded to the scene. FIS Johnson photographed the scene and assisted 
with identifying several items of evidence for collection. Senior Criminalists Munoz and 
Cavaleri collected and rendered safe the suspect firearm (photographs [EXHIBIT L]) 
which was recovered in front of MI 14" Street. FIS Rollins assisted with processing 
the scene and sketched the scene (see sketches [EXHIBIT M]). FIS Popovich 
photographed the deputies and took aerial photos of the scene (see photographs 
[EXHIBIT D]). Upon completion of photographs, she assisted with processing the 
scene. Several items of physical evidence related to this incident were found and 
collected by SSB personnel, including a gray sweatshirt possibly worn by the suspect. 


On November 5, 2020, at the request of OSS Deputy Judge, FIS Cathy Johnson 
responded to Walton Towing, located at 1741 North Tamarind Avenue in the city of 
Compton to photograph the suspect vehicle [EXHIBIT D] and collect latent prints. 
Senior Criminalist Susannah Knetchel, o.o an investigation for 
biological/trace evidence. 


The suspect’ icle, a bronze 2008 BMW X5, 5-door Sport utility vehicle, California 
license, as “Impounded for Evidence” (See CHP-180 same URN [EXHIBIT 
H)). 

The involved deputies’ Body Worn Camera videos were collected as evidence as well. 


INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 


On November 2, 2020, at approximately 1150 hours, Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant 
Arellano, Sergeant Jordan and Sergeant Arnold arrived at the scene. OSS Witness 
Judge briefed and escorted IAB investigators through the scene. The scene appeared 
consistent with the narration of the incident. 
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IAB investigators collected and reviewed all associated reports and videos including 
Deputy Machado's and Deputy Ray's body worn camera video. Based on the reports 
and videos, IAB investigators identified witnesses associated with the incident. IAB 
investigators interviewed Department personnel and witness associated with the 
incident. 


The scene was processed by personnel from the Sheriff's Scientific Services Bureau 
(SSB). SSB personnel photographed, sketched and collected evidence within the 
scene and documented their findings on supplemental reports (see SSB supplemental 
reports [EXHIBIT K]). 


WEAPON USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL 


Deputy Machado fired four rounds from his personal Sig Sauer P-226 9mm, Serial 
=a Prior to the incident, it was loaded to capacity with 20 rounds in the 
magazine and one in the chamber. The firearm was examined by Senior Criminalist 
Manuel Munoz, H of the Scientific Services Firearms Identification Section and 
was found to be functional (SSB Supplemental Report [EXHIBIT L]. 


Deputy Machado’s magazine, which was inside the well of his gun at the time of the 
shooting, was submitted along with its remaining ammunition of 16, 9mm Luger rounds. 
The live rounds were head stamped “Win 9mm LUGER.” Four expended cartridge 
casings were recovered at the scene (see photos [EXHIBIT D]. Deputy Machado’s 
firearm was not submitted for latent prints, blood evidence, or DNA testing. 


Deputy Machado qualified with his weapon on August 20, 2020, (see Deputy Machado 
training records Miscellaneous Documents). 


WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECT 


The unidentified suspect’s firearm was recovered from between the open front 
boundary wrought iron gate and the open driveway rolling portion of the gate. It was 
identified by Scientific Services Bureau Senior Criminalist Manuel Munoz as a 
Springfield Armory, XD-9 9mm Luger, Serial EO 0 | When recovered, the gun’s 
hammer was cocked with the slide forward. The seated magazine contained nine live 
9mm rounds. There was one live round in the chamber (see copied photographs of 
suspect gun [EXHIBIT L]). The suspect's gun was test fired and deemed functional by 
SSB Senior Criminalist Manuel Munoz. 


On March 15, 2021, the suspect's firearm was tested by The SSB Firearms Section 
through The National Integrated Ballistic Information Network (NIBIN). The NIBIN test 
resulted in four investigative leads associated with the firearm out of LASD Century and 
Compton Stations. For further, see SSB supplemental reports [EXHIBIT K]. 


IAB Note: The NIBIN Program automates ballistics evaluations and 
provides actionable investigative leads in a timely manner. 
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NIBIN is the only interstate automated ballistic imaging 
network in operation in the United States. 
NIBIN is the only national network that allows for the capture 
and comparison of ballistic evidence to aid in solving and 


preventing violent crimes involving firearms. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE 


Scientific Services Bureau personnel noted a bullet hole in the left rear passenger door 
of the suspect vehicle (see SSB supplemental and scene photos [EXHIBIT L] and 
[EXHIBIT D]. 


Gunshot holes were located on the top of an opened portable canopy in the front yard of 
a single family residence located at B Street. 


The single family residence at E: Street, had a bullet strike to the exterior west 
facing wall, a bullet strike above the south facing door, and a damaged residence porch 
light. 


CRIMINAL INVESTIGATOR/CHARGES FILED 


OSS Detective Noelle Judge was the assigned investigator. 
The Suspect had not been identified and no criminal charges have been filed. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


This incident occurred at approximately 0947 hours. The scene had natural lighting and 
was clear and cool with partially cloudy skies. 


STATEMENTS 
The following are summaries of the recorded interviews of the involved employees and 
witnesses. For additional information, refer to the DVD containing the verbatim transcripts 


and/or audio files. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


Deputy Adam Machado 

On November 18, 2020, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Machado at the Internal 
Affairs Bureau Office located in the city of Commerce. Deputy Machado was 
represented by attorney Robert Wexler. The following is a summary of the interview. 


On November 2, 2020, Deputy Machado was assigned as Century Station Unit 214B1 
day shift with his partner Deputy Ray. While patrolling the area near Imperial Highway 
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and Compton Avenue, Deputy Machado saw a gold BMW sport utility vehicle with 
“blacked out windows.” Deputy Machado made a U-turn to close the distance to the 
vehicle so Deputy Ray could run its license plate for information. 


As Deputy Machado attempted to catch up to the vehicle, it turned northbound Compton 
Avenue through a red light. Deputy Machado followed the vehicle northbound Compton 
Avenue and closed the distance as it turned eastbound onto 114" Street. Although 
uncertain, Deputy Machado believed he did not activate the overhead lights, as he 
wanted to wait for a DMV return via their MDT. As the vehicle turned eastbound, 
Deputy Machado saw the vehicle’s brake lights activate. Deputy Machado opened his 
door slightly anticipating he may have to exit his vehicle quickly if the suspect vehicle 
stopped abruptly, which it did. As the vehicle stopped, Deputy Machado saw the 
driver's side rear passenger door open. Deputy Machado saw the suspect quickly open 
the door and exit toward him with his right hand at chest level holding a black semi- 
automatic handgun. Deputy Machado simultaneously exited his patrol vehicle, which 
was approximately a vehicle and a half distance behind the suspect vehicle and drew 
his duty weapon. 


Deputy Machado “firmly believed” the suspect's intent was to shoot at him and Deputy 
Ray. Deputy Machado raised his firearm and picked up his front sight and fired “four to 
five rounds” in a northeast direction, aiming at the suspect’s center mass. The suspect 
reacted by ducking and ran toward the front of the suspect vehicle and continued 
eastbound. Deputy Machado moved around his door and looked inside the suspect 
vehicle. He saw three additional occupants. Deputy Machado gave the occupants 
verbal commands to show their hands and activated his Body Worn Camera. The 
occupants were compliant. Simultaneously, Deputy Machado saw Deputy Ray initiate a 
foot pursuit of the suspect. Deputy Machado requested emergency radio access and 
then heard Deputy Ray on the radio. Deputy Machado waited until Deputy Ray 
completed his radio traffic and then broadcasted his location and the need for 
assistance. 


Deputy Machado described the suspect as a tall male black in his early 20’s with a thin 
build. The suspect wore a gray hooded sweatshirt. 


Deputy Machado said he saw Deputy Ray chase the suspect eastbound 114" Street 
along the south sidewalk. He was able to see Deputy Ray as he ran pasted three 
Properties east of him, but then lost sight of him because the distance became too 
great. Deputy Machado heard Deputy Ray give the suspect verbal commands to stop. 
Deputy Machado heard Deputy Ray broadcast over the radio that the suspect had 
thrown a firearm, but did not know the location. 


Assisting units arrived and helped Deputy Machado detained the three occupants from 
inside the suspect vehicle. Once the scene went static, Deputy Machado was 
contacted by Sergeant Concha and he gave his safety statement. Sergeant Concha 
collected Deputy Machado’s Body Worn Camera and associated cell phone. 
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For safety purposes, Sergeant Concha and deputy personnel contacted and cleared the 
homes down range from Deputy Machado’s gunfire. 

Once the scene was rendered safe, Deputy Machado was transported to Century 
Sheriff's Station by Sergeant Fleming. Deputy Machado was sequestered in the watch 
commanders break room. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS 


Deputy Chad Ray 


On November 18, 2020, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Ray at the Internal Affairs 
Bureau Office located in the city of Commerce. Deputy Ray was represented by 
attorney Robert Wexler. The following is a summary of the interview. 


On November 2, 2020, Deputy Ray was assigned as Century Station Unit 214B1 day 
shift with his partner Deputy Machado. While patrolling the area near Imperial Highway 
and Compton Avenue, Deputy Ray saw a gold sport utility vehicle (Suspect vehicle) 
commit two vehicle code violations. Deputy Ray and his partner made a U-turn to follow 
the vehicle. The suspect vehicle turned northbound on Compton Avenue from Imperial 
Highway. Deputy Machado and Deputy Ray followed it. As the suspect vehicle 
traveled approximately two blocks north on Compton Avenue, Deputy Machado closed 
the distance while Deputy Ray ran the suspect vehicle license plate through the 
California Department of Motor Vehicles (DMV) via their Mobile Digital Computer 
(MDC). 


When the suspect vehicle reached 114" Street, it turned eastbound and came to a stop. 
Deputy Ray said the driver of the suspect vehicle dictated the stop, as they had not yet 
activated their overhead lights. As the vehicle came to a stop, the driver's side rear 
door opened. Simultaneously, Deputy Machado stopped their vehicle approximately 5 
yards behind the suspect vehicle and quickly exited. Deputy Ray saw a tall slender 
male Black exit the rear driver's side door with a black semi-automatic pistol in his hand. 
Deputy Ray feared for his safety and perceived the suspect's actions as threatening 
toward them. Deputy Ray then heard “Gun! Gun! Gun!” followed by four to five 
gunshots. 


Deputy Ray confirmed Deputy Machado was okay as they both detained the suspect 
vehicle at gunpoint. Deputy Ray temporarily lost sight of the suspect as he ran 
eastbound past the front of the suspect vehicle. Within seconds, Deputy Ray saw the 
suspect running eastbound 114" Street along the south sidewalk. Deputy Ray initiated 
emergent radio traffic and went in foot pursuit of the suspect. 


IAB Note: Deputy Ray did not activate his BWC until the end of the foot 


pursuit, however part of the foot pursuit was captured within 
to 60 second buffering mode without audio [EXHIBIT EJ. 
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Deputy Ray was approximately 30 yards behind the suspect when he initiated his foot 
pursuit. The suspect ran with the black handgun in his right hand. Within seconds of 
initiating the foot pursuit, Deputy Ray initiated foot pursuit radio traffic and gave the 
suspect verbal commands to stop. The suspect continued running eastbound along the 
south sidewalk and threw the black handgun straight up in the air with his right hand. 
As Deputy Ray witnessed the suspect throw the gun, he broadcasted the location of the 
gun. Deputy Ray said, although the suspect threw the gun straight up in the air, it did 
not land on the sidewalk in front of him, so it must have landed just inside the adjacent 
property. Deputy Ray said it appeared the suspect threw the gun as a distraction to 
stop him (Deputy Ray) from chasing him. 


The suspect ran from Deputy Ray for a long distance. Once the suspect reached the 
“T” intersection at 114 Street and Graham Avenue, the suspect turned south out of 
view and ran through residential properties. 


IAB Note: The “T” intersection of 114* Street and Graham Avenue 
consisted of 114th Street eastbound and westbound with 
Graham Avenue north of 114" Street. To the south of the “T” 
intersection is a parking lot and residences. 


Deputy Ray did not follow the suspect any further, but rather maintained his position at 
114!" Street and Graham Avenue and initiated a containment. Deputy Ray remained at 
his containment point until he was picked up by Sergeant Concha, who drove him to the 
command post where he gave a description of the suspect and where he was last seen. 
After approximately seven minutes, Sergeant Concha transported Deputy Ray to 
Century Sheriff's Station where he was sequestered in the watch commander’s lounge. 


Deputy Noelle Judge 


On August 24, 2020, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Judge at the Internal Affairs 
Bureau Office located in the city of Commerce. Deputy Judge was represented by 
attorney Elizabeth Gibbons. The following is a summary of the interview. 


On November 2, 2020, Deputy Judge was assigned to Century Station Operation Safe 
Streets. Deputy Judge heard emergent radio traffic of a Century Station deputy 
involved in a foot pursuit. She responded to the command post where she was told 
there was a deputy involved shooting related to the foot pursuit and the suspect's 
firearm was located and secured. Deputy Judge assumed the handle of the incident. 


Once Deputy Judge was briefed about the incident at the command post, she 
responded to the incident scene. Deputy Judge requested Scientific Services Bureau 
(SSB) respond to identify and recover evidence as well as photograph and document 
the scene. Several SSB forensic criminalists responded to assist Deputy Judge. 
Deputy Judge said she requested the suspect's firearm be processed for DNA and 
fingerprints due to the fact the suspect was unknown and outstanding. As the 
investigation continued, Deputy Judge discovered the suspect’s gun had been handled 
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and test fired by crime lab personnel through NIBIN. She said once the gun was 
processed through NIBIN and test fired, it was not eligible for DNA and fingerprints 
processing. Deputy Judge said she did not know why the gun was processed in that 
order. 


Upon arrival at the incident scene, Deputy Judge learned there were three additional 
passengers in the suspect vehicle at the time of the incident. The three passengers 
were detained in radio cars while the search for the suspect continued. The three 
occupants were transported to Century Station and interviewed by assisting detectives. 
They were uncooperative during questioning and did not identify the suspect. 


The scene was canvassed by assisting personnel! for potential witnesses and potential 
video footage of the incident. Deputy Judge was unable to find any cooperative 
witnesses to the shooting incident. Deputy Judge said she delegated the responsibility 
of finding potential video of the incident to Century Station Detective Deputy Brown 
(Witness Brown). Witness Brown found and recovered video from residences that 
depicted the suspect running past the home and then several seconds later Deputy Ray 
running past the residence. None of the recovered video footage depicted the actual 
shooting incident or of the suspect throwing his firearm. 


Deputy Judge wrote a search warrant for the suspect vehicle which produced three cell 
phones. Deputy Judge wrote a search warrant for the three phones. None of the 
phones produced any viable workable information leading to the identity or capture of 
the suspect in this incident. 


Deputy Judge interviewed Deputy Machado and Deputy Ray. Deputy Judge said their 
statements regarding the incident were consistent with the evidence within the scene as 
well as with her investigation. 


Deputy Judge documented her findings within a supplemental report. 
Deputy Richard Brown 


On August 26, 2020, IAB investigators interviewed Deputy Brown at the Internal Affairs 
Bureau office located in the city of Commerce. Deputy Brown was represented by 
attorney Elizabeth Gibbons. The following is a summary of the interview. 


On November 2, 2020, Deputy Brown was assigned to Century Station’s Detective 
Bureau. Deputy Brown heard emergent radio traffic of a Century Station deputy 
involved in a foot pursuit or deputy involved shooting. Deputy Brown responded within 
five minutes from the station to Compton Avenue and 114" Street in the city of Los 
Angeles. Upon his arrival, Witness Brown was briefed. He saw the scene was 
contained with a possible outstanding suspect. Deputy Brown then walked the scene 
eastbound on 114" Street looking for evidence and video cameras.

Deputy Brown initially thought he would be handling the incident since it involved 
Century Station personnel. He looked for homes on 114 Street with possible video 
cameras that may have recorded the incident. A short time later, Witness Brown was 
contacted by Witness Judge who stated she was going to assume the handle of the 
incident. Witness Brown told Witness Judge he found two locations with video cameras 
that captured the foot pursuit portion of the incident. The videos depicted the suspect 
running eastbound 114'" Street on the south sidewalk and then several seconds later 
Deputy Ray followed. Witness Brown stated he was not able to determine from the 
video if the suspect had anything in his hand. 


Deputy Brown documented his actions and observations within a supplemental report. 


On August 27, 2020, IAB investigator Jordan conducted a telephonic interview of 
Witness I. The following is a summary of the interview. 


On November 2, 2020, Witness was driving northbound Compton Avenue 
with three male passengers in her BMW, a sport utility vehicle. While driving 
northbound, Witness DENN: the police put on their red and blue lights and 
initiated a traffic stop of her and her passengers. Witness said when she 
stopped her vehicle, the unknown driver's side rear passenger quickly exited her vehicle 
and ran. Witness said one of the officers was already out of the car when she 
stopped and then she heard gunshots. The rear Passenger ran around the front of her 
vehicle and then eastbound down the middle of 114" Street. Witness MAM a ic 
she was unaware the person in her car had a gun, and knew the deputies fired at them, 
because the bullets hit her car door. Witness al sw the passenger deputy give 
chase eastbound 114" Street. 


Minutes later, Witness | se the remaining two occupants were removed from 
the vehicle and transported to a police station where she was questioned. Hours later, 
Witness was released. 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS 
To date, the suspect has not been identified. 
ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 


On August 27, 2020. IAB investigators attempted to conduct a telephonic interview of 
Witness| Witness was the other rear passenger in the suspect 


vehicle at the time of the incident. Witness answered his phone, but when 
investigator's identified themselves, he laughed and hung up his phone. Witness 

did not answer subsequent call attempts by investigators. A certified letter was sent to 
his last known address for an interview request. To date, Mr. B has not contacted 
investigators (see certified letter receipt in Miscellaneous Documents). 
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Witness EE the front seat passenger of the suspect vehicle, was sent a 
certified letter requesting an interview. To date, Mr. has not contacted 
investigators (see certified letter receipt in Miscellaneous Documents). 
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
